For ole , how muchthehigh rateof Vſury 
decayes trade, we ſcethat generally all Merchants 
whenthey hate gotten any great wealth, leave 
tradingand fallto Vſury , thegainethereofben 
Tocafie,certa'n,andgreat: whereas in other Cotin- 
tries, where Vſury is ata lower rate, andthere 
lands deerer'to purchaſe, they continue Mer-

Neyther are they rich trades-men onely that 


ejuc ouer trading, but a number of beginnersare 
vndone or diſcouraged by the high rate of Ylury, 
their induſtry ſcruing but to 1nrich others, and 
begger themſclues. 

| Wee alſo ſee many trades themſelues much 
decayed, becauſe rhey will not afford ſo great a 
eaincasteninthe hundred ; whereas if therate of 
Viuric were not higher herethen in other Coun- 
tries, thry had till ſubſiſted and flabiſhed, and 
perhaps with as much aduantageto the publique, 
as thoſe that doe bring more to the priuate aduen- 
turers, 

Yetarenot thoſethe greateſt hinderances the 
high rate of money brings to trade; our greateſt 
diſxduantage is, that other Narions,efpecially our 
induſtrious n'-ighbours the Datch, aretherein wi- 
ſerrhen we: for with them, and ſo in moſt Conn- 
tries with whom we hold commerce, there is not 
any vſe for money tolerated, aboue the rate of ſixe 
inthe hundred : Whereby it muſt of neceſſitic 
cometo p:fſe, thoughthey haueno other aduan- 
tages of induſtry and frugality that they muſt 
out-trade vs; for if they make returne of tenne per 
Eran EY almoſt doublethe Vie allowed, and 

o makea very gainefull trade. But with vs,where 
teninthe a is ſo currant, it is otherwiſe, 
for if we make not aboueten, weare loſers, and 
conſequently the ſame trade beeing with them 
and vsequally good for the publique, is to the |

 Andas they out-trade, ſo they may afford to 
ynder-ſell vs in the fruits of theearth, which are 
equally naturallto our and their Lands, as to our 
orcat ſhame wee ſee our neighbours the Dutch 
doe, euen in our owne Countrey : for in moſt 
commodities the earth brings forth , the ſtocke 
imployed in planting and managing of them, 
makesa great (in many the greateſt) part of their 
_ price; andconſequently, their ſtocke withthem 
being ratedat ſixe inthe hundred, they may with 
great gaine vnder-ſcll vs, our ſtocke with vs being 
ratedatten. ” a os 
—Andasthey may out-tradevsand vnder-ſcll vs, 
fo are all contributions rothe Warre, workes of 
Pictie, and glory of the State, cheaper tothem 
then to vs : forthe Vie for money going with vs 
neere double the rate it doth in other Countries, 
thegiuing the ſame ſun muſt needs be double the 
chargeto vs, itistothem. Amongſt other things 
which the King with ſo much wiſdomedelivered 
to the Houſe of Parlizment,he committed to their 
conſideration the ballancing of Trade and Com- 
merce, whercinthere is nathing of greater conſe- 
quence, then the rate of Viury, which holds no 
oportion with vs and other Nations, to our dif- 
oo as by experience we {ee and feele, 
ns Neyther 


to Commerce withintheTand, the gaineby Vſu- 
ric being ſo eafie, certaine, andextreamegreat, as 
they are not onely Marchants and Tradeſ-men, 
but Landed-men, Farmers,and men of profeſſion 
thatgrow lazic in their profeſſions, and become 
Vlurers; for therate of Yſury is the meaſure by 
whichall men trade, purchaſe, bvild,plant,or any- 


other wates bargaine. 
Ithath becne thewiſedomeand care of former 
Parliaments, toprouide for the preſeruation of 


Woodand Timber z for which there is nothing 
toreaaileable then the calling downe of the 
high rate of Vſury ; for astherate of mony now 
goeth, nomancan let his timber ſtand, nor his 
wood growto Tuch yeeres growth as 1s beſt for 
the Common-wealth, but it will bevery loſt-full 
to him : The ftocke of the woodsafter they are 
worth forty or fifty ſhillings the Acre, growing 
faſter atteninthe hundred thenthe woods them-

gocthatiixe, the building of ſhips, and hiring 
| them.

them to others in a gainefull Trade; and fo the 
ſtocke of rich menand the induſtry of beginners, 
are well ioyned for the publike. 

And yet that which is aboue all the reft, the 
greateſt ſinne againſt the Land is, that it makes 
the Land ir ſelfe of ſmall value, neerer the rate of 
new-found Lands, than of any other Countrie, 
where Lawes, gouernement, and peace, haue ſo 
long flouriſhed; For the high rate of Vſury makes 
Land ſell fo cheape; and the cheape ſale of Land 
isthecauſe men ſeeke no more by induſtry and 
colt to improue them : and this is plaine both by 
example,and demonſtration ; for we ſee in other 
Countries, where the vie of money is of a low 
rate, Landsare generally ſold for 30.40. in ſome 
for 50: yeeres purchaſe : And wee know by the 
rule of bargaining, that ifthe rate of Vſe werenort 
preater here,thenin other Countries; Lands were 
then as gooda penniworth.at twenty yeeres pur- 
chaſe,asthey are now at ſixeteene: For Lands be- 
ing thebeſt aſſurance andecureſt inheritance,will 
ſtitl beare a rate aboue money : Now if Lands 
were at thirty yeeres purchaſe, or neere it, there 
were no ſocheape purchaſe as the amendment of 
our owne Lands; for it would be much cheaper 
to make oneacre of Land, now worth fiue fhil» 
lings by the yeere, tobe worth ten ſhillings,or be- 
ing worth tento be worth twenty ſhillings : and 
ſoin proportion, then to purchaſe an other acre 
worth fiue orten ſhillings. Andin cuery acrethus 
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-purchaſed tothe owner,by the amendment of his 
owne, there were another purchaſed tothe come 
mon-wealth, Anditistheblefiing of God tothis 
'Land, that there are few places of it to which he 


hathnotgiuen meanes by reaſonable coſt and in- 
duſtry, greatly to amendit, in many to double 
the vzlue, ſoasintime, if fortheir owne good, 
mens induſtry were compelled that way , the 
riches and commodities ofthis Land would neere 
be doubled : Then would all the wet lands inthis 
Kingdome foone be drained, the barren Lands 
mended by Marle,Sleech,Lime, Chalke,Sea-fand, 
and other meanes, which for their profit, mens 
induſtry would finde out. We ſce with how great 
induſtry and charge our neighbours, the Dutch, 
doedraineand maintainetheir Lands againſt the 
ſea which floweth higher aboue them, then it 
dothaboue the loweſt parts of our drownd lands, 
I will admit-agreart dealeto their induſtry, but-I 


ſhould very vnwillingly grant, that they are ſo. - 


much more ingenuous and induſt-ious then wee, 
asthatall the oddes were therein: Certainely,the 
maine cauſe of it is, that with vs money is deere, 
and land cheape;with them lands deere, and mo- 
ney cheape; and conſequently the improuement 
a Landsat ſo great a charge with them, is 
gain:fulltothe owners, which with ys would be 
lofſ-full, for Vſury goingar ten inthe hundred, if 
a man borrow flue pounds, and beſtow it on-an 


_ Agreofground,the amendmentſiands him in ten 


{ſhillings 
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ſhillings the yeere;and being amended,the land is 
not worth aboue fifteene yeeres purchaſe : But if 
the vſe of money went at no morewithvs, then in 
other places, then five pound beſtowed vponan 
Acre ofground, would ſtand a man butin five or 
ſixc ſhillings a yeere,andthe Acre of Land fo a- 
mended,would be worth, as hath becne ſhewed, 
ſixe andtwenty or thirty yeeres purchaſe. Where- 
by it appeareth that as the rate of Vſe now goeth, 
no man (but where the Landlieth extraordinarily 
happily for it)canamend his Land,but to his own 
loſſez whereas if money werelet as itis in other 
Countrics, he might beſtow more then doubleſo 
muchas now hee may, and yet be a great gainer 
thereby, and conſequently,as was before remem- 
bred,ſhould to his owne benefit purchaſe Landro 

the common-wealth. | es 
Neither would ſuch purchaſe of land to the 
common-wealth,be the benefittothe landed men 
onely, the benefit would be as mucho the poore 
labourers ofthe land ; For now when Corne and 
other fruits of theland which grow by labour, are 
cheape, the plowe and mattocke arecaſt into the 
hedge,thereis little worke for poore men,andthat 
at a lowrate, whereas if the mendment of their: 
owne Lands were the cheapeſt purchaſe to the 
owner; if there were many more people then 


thereare, they ſhould readily ſet aworke , ar bet-" 
ter rates then they now arez:and-none that had

And as the high rate of Vſury doth imbaſe 
Land, (0 itisas greata hindrance to diſcoueries, 

ations, and all good vnder-takings,making ir 
neere double as chargeable to the Aquenturers, 
(mony ding at teninthe hundred) as it isinother 
Coutitries, where the Vie of money is ſo much 
Jawer, 

Nowletvs ſec by the contrary,and conceiue if 
Vlury were tolerated «t fifteene or twenty in the 
hvadred (andI feare many borrowers, all things 
conſidered. pay aboueren) what the condition of 
things would then be,and if it appcare how deſpe- 
Fate the hurt would be which that would bring, it 
may (atleaſt vypon good reaſon) perſwade vs how 
great the good would be of calling it downe,Cer- 
t-in- ly,ir muſt of neceſſity cometo paſſe, that all 
Trades would in a ſhort time decay, For few or 
none(and reckon the hazard at nothing, yeelde ſo 
great a giine,as twenty in the hundred)& all other 
Nations might withſo great gaine out-trade and 
vnder-{el vs,that morethen the earth would of her 
fcltebring forth, we ſhould ſcarte raiſe any thing 
from it, euenfor our owne vic within the Land ;

The obicQions likely to bee made againſt the . 
calling downe of money, are iy ; Se 
obiection of ignorance againſt all changes, bee 
they neuer Y necaMary and CT ood , 
that ithath beene ſo along time, and beene well 
enough ; what will become of the alteration, 
weecannottell , why then ſhould wee makeany 
change ? 

Secondly , thatas in bodies naturall, ſo inpoli- 
ticke, greatand ſuddaine changes are moſt com- 
monly dangerous, TT 
"Thirdly,that money wil be ſuddenly called in, 
and ſo all borrowers greatly preiudiced. 

Fouttlily, that money will bee harder to come 
by, andthereby commerce greatly hindred. 

Laſtly, that much money of forreiners, by rea- 
ſon ofthe high rate of Vſury,is brought ouer here 
tobee managedatintereſt , which would be car- 
riedaway againe, iftherate of Vſury ſhould bee 
called downe. oy ne 
© Tothe firſt, thatmoney hath long goneatten, 
and things bin well enough. : 

Itis anſwered,thatitis not long that the praGtile 
of Vlury hath beene ſo generally vſed, without 
any ſence or ſcruple of the vnlawfulneſſe of it: for 
mens conſciences were hardned to it, with exam- 
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le andcuſtome, by degrees, and got vpon the 
uddaine. Andas the beginning of. many dange. 
Tous diſcaſes in healthfull bodies, ſo the beginning 
of many incoueniences ina State,are not preſent- 
ly felt. With vs, after that with Tong ciuill warres 
the Land was halfe vnpeopled, fo as tillot late 
yecres, it came not to his full ſtocke of people a- 
gaine, thcre beingthe ſzme quantity of Land to 
h.lfe the numbcr of pzople, the ſurpluſege ofour 
in Iand commodities muſt needs be ſo great, that 
thoughtraCe were not equally ballanced with Vs 
andother Nations, we could not bur grow rich : 
Beſide, France & the Low Countries were for mas 


py yeercs halfe a ae BRL WAS, and ſo did 
trade burlittle , NoFmanage their owne Lands to 


their beſtaduantage, whereby they did not oncly. 
nottake the tradeand market from vs,which now 
they doe, but they themſclues were fed and clogs 
thed by vs, and tooke our commodities from vsat 
oreathighrates : Whereas now wee ſeethe Dutch 


doe cuery where out-trade vs, &the French feed 
vs withtheir corne, even in plentify : So 


asnow our Land being full ſtocked with people , 
our neighbours induſtrious and ſubtle intrade, if 
we do not more cgually ballance tradeand bring 
to paſſe, that we may afford the fruits of our land 
as cheape as other CorntriesaFoord the fame of 
the ſame kinde,we muſt(chough weleaue a num- 
ber of our ſuperfluitics) is (God forbid but wee

To thefourth Obie&ion, that money will bee 
hard to be borrowed, and ſo commerce hindred : 
I anſwer, that it were true, if the high rate of Vſn- 
rie did increaſe money withinthis Land , butthe 
high rateof Vſur ar R 
and impoueriſh the Kinedome , as hath beene 
ſhewed>ardit theplency of money withinthe 
Land that maketh money eafie to bee borrowed, 
as wee ſee by the cxamples of other Countries, 
where money is eafierto bee borrowed then it is 
withvs, and yettherate tollerated ; for Vſe is 
little more then halfe ſomuch.

- Further , let vs confider if money were called 
downe,what VYſurers would do withtheir mony; 
they would not I ſuppoſe long be ſullen, 8&'keepe 
it a dead ſtocke by them ;, for that were not ſo 
much as the ſafc{t way otk ceping it : they muſt 
then cyther imploy itin trade, purchaſeland, or 
Icnd = Viz at ſuch rate as the Law will _ 
rate, if it quicken trade, thatisthe thing to bee 
delired ; for tht willinrich the Kingdome , and 
ſo make money plentifull. And yetneednot any 
borrower fearethat money will ſo bee imployed 
intrade,as that there willnot be ſufficient of-mo- 
ney to purchaſe Land, wherethe purchaſer may 
haue as much, or neere ſomuchrent by the pur- 
chaſe of Land, as he can by putting his money to 
Vie: Fora greatnumber ofGentlemenand other 
in the Countrie , know not how to imploy any 
ſtockein Trade, but with great vncertainty, and 
lefſe ſatisfaction to themſelues , then the ſetting 
of their money at a lower. rate, or purchalmg 
Land at twenty yeeres purchaſe or vpwards, No 
doubt forthe preſent there would be great buy- 
ing and ſclling of Land, till men had cleered 
themſelues, and payed their debts : But in-fhort 
time Land, as it is ſhewed before, would ſell 
at ſo deere a rate, as money letat a lower rate of 
Vſe,would bring in proportionas 'great a rate a- 
boue the rent that would be made then by the

And if there be any yet ſo harty a well- 
wiſh:r to tenne in the hundred , as that hee

In the beginning of this Treatiſe, I did 
diſclaime the prootes of the valawfulneſle of 
Vlury, leauing them to Diuines, this one 
onely ( riſing from the premiſes) which may 
ſerue tor all, I thinke fit to ſer downe. Ir is 
agreed by all the Diuines that euer were, 
without exception of any, yeaand by the V. 
ſurers themſclues, that biting Yſury is valaw- 
full : Now ſince it hath becne prooucd that 
"tenne in the hundred. doth bite the Landed 
men, doth bite the Poore, doth bite Trade, 
doth bite the King in his Cuſtomes, doth bite 
the Fruitcs of the Land, and moſt of all, the 
Land it ſelfe; doth bite all workes of Pietie, 
of Vertue, and glory to the State ; no mancan 
denybut teninthe hundred is abſolutely vnlaw-

The admirable deliuerance of ducrs Ships z aud namely,of the Ticey, 


which being driuen ſtrangely neare 200. leagues out of her courſe,fell in- 
to the Turkes hands,and yet came ſafe to Virginia. 

Maſter Berkleys letters aſſure vs, that there is not a more fitplace for 
Iron-workes then in Yirginia, both for wood, water,mines,and ſtone : and 
that by Whitſontide next, we may rely vpon Iron made by him. 

The Plants of Cotton-wooll trees that came out of the Weſt 1ndjes,pro- 
ſper exceeding well,and the Cotton-wooll-ſeeds from the Mogols Coun- 
trey comevp,and grow : Samplesof itthey haueſent; and this commo- 
dity they hope this yeere to bring toa good perfection and quantity. 

The Indico ſeed thriues well, but they yet want knowledge how to 
cure it. 

Our Frenchmen aſſure vs that no Countrey in the world is more pro- 
perfor Vines,Silke,Oliues,Rice,8&c. then 77i7ginia, and that it excelleth 
their owne Countrey. The Vines being in abundance naturally ouer all 
the Countrey: a taſte of which wine they haue already ſent vs, with hoye 
the next yereto ſend vs a good quantity. 

There be Mulbery trees in wonderfull abundance, and much excelling 
both in goodnefſle and greatnefle thoſe of their Countrey of Langucdock, 
Tothe full perfe&i,g of both which rich commodities of Wine and 
Silke,there wanteth nothing buthands. And of the Mulberies may bee 
made alſo good wholeſome Wine for the people there. 

And ofa certaine Plumme in the country they haue made good drink. 

Salr-workes are erecting (the proper place being now found, as the Re. 
cheller dath certifie vs) whereby many Ships will tranſport people ateaſier 

rates

rateshereafrer, finding Salc thereto furniſh them for the great arid prohi- 
table fiſhings vpon that Coaſt, whither 20. ſaile of Ships went this 
laſt ycere out of the Weſterne parts of England,beſides the Ships former- 
ly mentioned. 

Maſter 10hn Poyey hath of late made a diſcouery into the great Bay 
Northward (yet at the bottome of iche was nor, reſcruing it to a ſecond 
Voyage)whereare now ſettled neare 100. Engliſh very happily , with 
hope of a good Trade of Furres there to be had. And Terra Lemma was 
ſent vs from thence, which is found as good as that of Turkey, and is in 
great abundanceto be had. 

In February laſthe likewiſe diſcouered to the South Riuer, ſome 60. 
milesouer land from vs. very fruitful and pleaſant Countrey, full of Ri- 
uers,wherein are two harueſts in one yeere (the great King giuing bim 
friendly entertainment,and deſirous to make a league with vs) hee tound 
alſo there in greatquantity of the ſame Silke.graſſe,(as appearethby the 
ſamples ſent vs) wherof Maſter Heriort in his booke 1587. makes relation, 
who then brought home ſome of it, with which a piece of Grogeran was 
made,and giuen to Queene Elizabeth, and ſome heere who hauel:ucd in 
the Faſt Indies affirme, that they make all their Cambaya Stuftes of tiris, 
and Cotten-woo!!, | 

Alſo in his paſſage by land,Maſter Porey diſcovered a Countrey,full of 
Pine trees,aboue twenty miles long,whereby a great abundance of Pitch 
and T arre may be made : and other ſorts of woods there were, fitfor Pot- 
aſhes and Sope-aſhes. | 

The Indians have maderelation of a Copper-mi: . * . * oi fete 
thence,how they gather ir,8& theſtrange making of it: a piece wherof was 
ſenthome,being found (after triall)very excellent metall. Ziverenant Per- 
kinſon & other Enzliſh Gentlemen in their voyage haue made relation of 
a China box ſeene at one of the Kingshouſes,who declared that ir was ſent 
him from the Weſtby a King that dwels ouer the greathils,whoſe Coun- 
trey is neare the Sea, hc hauing that box from a People, as he ſaid, that 
comethither in Ships, and weare clothes, and dwell in houſes, and are 
called 4:anackchina. And he offered our peo-ple that hee would ſend his 
brotheralong withthem to that King : which the Gouernour purpoſeth 
not to refuſe, hoping thereby to diſcouer the Sonrh Sea, folong talked of. 

A ſmall Ship comming in December laſt from the Suz:mer-1lanas, to 
Yirginia, brought taither from thence theſe Plants,v7s. Vines of all ſorts, 
Orange and Letnan trees, Sugar canes,Caſſado roots ( that make bread) 
Pines,Plantans,Potatoes,and ſundry other 7nazaz fruites and plants, not 
tormerly ſcenc in Virginia, which begin to proſper very well.

By reſtoring the power of the Merchants of the Staple, who haue heretofore ſhipped 
dls into thoſe parts beyond the Seas z where they had trade for Wool!s, vntill of late 
they haue bene interrupted by ſuch meanesas the Merchants Adventurers haue procu- 
red, notwithſtanding that the ſaid Merchants haue an eſpeciall prouiſo, intheir Pattent, 
rhat nothing therein Contained ſhould hinder the Merchants of the Staple from viing 
any trade or libertie that formerlie they might haue done. 

This will make the Staplers more forward and confident to buy Wooll, when they 
haue power intheir owne hands to make the beſt of the Cloth : T5 

And if the State thinke it fit that all ſorts of Merchants , may buy Wooll as free as 
the Staplers , itmay alſo be thoughtas fitand as good for the Common weale, that the 
Staplers may Shipp all Woollen Comodities as free as other Merchants. 

By dealing withall Companies and Corporations according to that famous preſident 
in 12. of Henry 7. where it appeareth thatthe Merchants Aduenturers being then 
newly Incorporate, did appropriate trade to much to themſelues ; which made the 
Common weale complaine of them, and the remedie isthere ſer downe (wiz ) 


That any of his Maieſties liege people ſhould be free to trade with them paying 
only Ten Markcs for their Admittance, 


This will prevent PraQtizes, Combinations, and Limitations of Merchants in their 
trades. And it will cut offall priuate impoſitions taxed by any one Companie : When
